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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 15-24 of the 
present application are allowed because Applicant submitted a proper Terminal Disclaimer, which 
has overcome the obvious double patenting rejection of claims 15-24 over claims 1-7 and of US 
Patent No. 6,596,467 in view of Allen ('441) and the obvious double patenting rejection of claims 
15- 17 and 19 over claims 1, 7-8, 10, 20-21, 27-28, 32 and 34 of US Patent No. 7,163,780 in view of 
Allen ('441). The claims are also allowed because Applicant submitted a declaration under 35 USC 
103(c) which disqualified the reference US Patent No. 6,420,441 as prior art; therefore, overcoming 
the rejection of claims 15-24 under 35 USC 103(a) over Carter ( c 263) in view of Allen ('441) further 
in view of Huang ('073).
